The motor transport company of the headquarters had about 100 sedans and 10 
trucks* Several guard companies wore employed for the security of tho head- 
quarters in Riga * 

Large-scale maneuvers were conducted by this headquarters in East Prussia in 
the fall of 19U7 and 1918*
